In analyzing the cost to the 
city of negotiating and bidding 
on contracts, the offilcals noted 
that the rity once saved a slice 
of money by calling for bids, 
and another time it increased 
cosls considerably by seeking 
bids rather than negotiating a 
contract.

Steve«ns said that once the 
city saved itself nearly $2500 
by calling for bids rather than 
accepting a negotiated contract 
for liability insurance.

On the other hand, the city 
lost more than $5000 by not ac­ 
cepting an automobile dealer's 
offer for renting police cars, and 
instead letting the contract out 
for bid.
